asked that an administrator be appoint- 
ed upon his estate. He was appointed 
such administrator and as such acknowl- 
edges the receipt of 81,003 83, of which 
he paid to Mrs. Japp 8217.48 and the 
eamo amount into court for the insane 
mother, who, having afterwards died in 
the asylum, ho takes out letters of 
administration for which he charges 
himself up with having received 8755, 
Afterwards as administrator of his wife's 
mother's estate he receipts to the clerk 
of the court for the sum of 8402,12, 
and asks to pay tho remainder over to 
hia wife. Now James Dignac, the SOD, 
whom it had been alleged was dead, ap- 
pears upon the scene and seeking Mr. 
Ellison for his attorney files hia peti- 
tion in court. The petition charges 
that the plaintiff, James Dignan, lived 
in Mr. Jaap's family for five months, 
and that he, Jaap, had promised to pay 
plaintiff his share of the estate, which 
he has failed to do. James claims in 
his petition that he was ignorant of the 
proceedings mentioned above and asks 
that he may receive his share of his 
father and his mother's estate.

means. 
The 
doctor illustrated this 


branch of his subject in a plain, inter- 
esting way, and told an incident that 
convulsed his audience with laughter. 


In showing what the sinner had to do 


in the plan of salvation, and how God 
oo-operates with him, he spoke at length 
on these points: 


1. The sinner must admit his rebel- 


lion against God, as enlightened by the 
Holy Spirit. Humanity is by nature 
spiritually blind, but God stoops down 
and enlightens us, and when the sinner 
admits his rebellion ha places himself in 
a position to be saved. 


2. The sinner must condemn himself 


for 
his rebellion 
against God, as 


humbled by the work of the Holy spirit. 


3. Make au unconditional surrender 


to God, as he is enabled to do by the 
spirit, 


4. Make a solemn vow of loyalty to 


God for the future, as moved by the 
spirit. 


5. Plead for mercy through the in- 


tercession of the spirit. 


6. Believe in his eternal salvation as 


assured him by the Savior. 


7. Do the will of God, as impelled 


by the spirit. 


In all of these the sinner and God 


work together for salvation, and God 
comes to his aid, inspires him to do 
right and walk right. In closing the 
doctor urged the sinner to do his part 
and co-operate with God for the salva- 
tion of his soul. An interesting after 
mealing was held in the lecture room of 
the church. 


To-night Dr. Wells will preach upon 


the subject, "Are We Besponsible to 
God for What Wo Believe?" This is a 
sermon to infidels, skeptic", the uncon- 
verted and all who ara not evangelical 
in their belief, and will be one of the 
most interesting yet preached by the 
doctor iu this city.

Ainslie, the 
pastor, on the subject, "Ought I to Join 
the Church?" He took his text from 
the 47th verse of the 2d chapter of 
Acts, "And the Lord added to the 
ohuroh daily such as should be saved," 
His discourse was a practical andintere»t- 
ing discussion of the duiy of those pro- 
fessing Christianity to connect them- 
selves with the church. 
A profession 


of religion, he said, does not imply that 
one is perfect, nor is it necessary that 
a person should be so in order to make 
it hia duty to connect himself with some 
denomination of Christiajiity, for we all 
fall short of the standard of perfection 
in Christian life—that of the Divine 
Master who came to eaitth to save us 
from our sins. Neither is it neoewary 
that every donbt upon the subject of 
religion should be settled before we are 
fitted to join the church. 
These 


doubts, ofttimes come to a Christian 
who is already in tho church. A fitady 
of God's word, a growth in grace and in 
faith will remove many of these doubts 
from our mind, and in the church ia the 
safest place for us to investigate these 
questions. Nor is it necessary, the 
speaker said, that we should have some 
sort of wonderful or dramatic religions 
experience before we are in a fit condi- 
tion to become a member of a ohuroh. 
Any one who has a prevailing sympathy 
for religion and a hope that he is a 
Christian, who has committed himself 
to Christ and who has resolved to do 
those things which he distinctively 
thinks are right and abstain from doing 
those thiuga which he distinctively 
thinks are wrong, can and ought to be a 
member of the church. 


The pastor then proceeded to speak of 


some of the reasons why it is the duty 
of every Christian to be in the ohuroh. 
First. It is the natural place for every 
Christian. It does not take away any 
of his freedom. What is wrong for him 
to do as a member of tho ohuroh, is just 
as wrong for him to do when not a mem- 
ber of the ohuroh. The question of be- 
ing in or out of the ohuroh does not 
alter his reaponsibility to God. Second, 
It promotes the Christian's own good. 
When temptations oome he has more 
safeguards thrown around him, and 
hu has others who are interested in his 
welfare. Third. While in the church 
the Christian gets more benefits from 
the preaching and the study of the 
work of God and enjoys those religious 
privileges which the ohuroh affords, 
Fourth, Organized and united effort 
can do more good for Christ's cause. 
Men outeide of the church often say 
they are doing as much as those in it. 
Yon will be better off end will do moro 
good as a soldier of Obrist'a army than 
as a "bushwhacker." If you are a 
Christian put on the uniform, wear the 
badge, you will be given increased 
strength, and can do more for Christ.
